Dear Siri- 

Do you not agree with us that the American people ought to know about 
the full texts and appendixes of the agreements made at Casablanca , 
Teheran, Yalta , Potsdam and the now proposed North Atlantic Pact ? -

For the past decade, the American people have allowed two American 
Presidents to make a miserable mockery of our constitutional pro- 
hibition of secret foreign entanglements. All opposition to such a 
course has been paralyzed and intimidated by vicious propaganda. 
That is why the American people have permitted three national cam- 
paigns to go by without compelling political "leaders" of either 
party to make these outrageous Presidential betrayals of American 
principles a central campaign ' issue. 

As .a result , Congress has for years past been pressured into 
signing blank checks, which have been filled out by the power 
misusing politicians; and are going to be redeemed by what remains 
, of America* s blood, treasure and tradition — if the American 
% j people are not aroused to immediate action I - 

The most terrifying proof of this fact lies in America* s savage 
treatment of the vanquished German- speaking people. - If American 
"statesmen" had deliberately designed these policies toH5etray 
western civilization into the hands of Russia , they could not have 
done a more effective . job . - They permitted the imposing of the 
outrageous Morgenthau Plan on Germany. It was conceived in vengeance 
and dedicated to the proposition that all German men, women and 
children stand guilty of the most heinous crimes until they can 
prove themselves innocent before a stacked jury.

These 'leaders* have deliberately flaunted their ill-gotten power 
in the face of the American people; and, as their first peaceful act 
after the end of hostilities took the German fishing fleet out into 
the North Sea and sank it. Then they imposed deliberate mass starvat - 
ion on 50,000.0.00 Germans. - ~~ 

American and European power politicians also agreed to the senseless 
dismantlement program that destroyed not only the production of ferti- 
lizer and of agricultural equipment, but also the industrial potential 
upon which the rest of Europe is so- greatly dependent. 

They imposed the savage denazification program that has destroyed 
any semblance of personal rights and security, and has- become one of 
the most brutal political weapons of our modern times. 

They agreed to the mass deportation of millions of helpless- women 
and children (as per enclosed copy Of the Congressional Record and 
S. 605) and only recently lip-service protests have been made against 
the outrageous revival of human slavery (of both civilians and pri- 
soners of war) which has sent so many millions of able-bodied Germans 
into the Siberian concentration camps.

We therefore appeal to you — who have not permitted yourselves to be 
fooled or swayed by the propaganda behind which these developments have 
taken place — to co-operate with us in our devotion to American prinoipleB 
and make this important matter a front page issue in your paper . 

Only thus can we strengthen that American public opinion which at 
this time is calling for friendly collaboration with a new and democratic 
Germany. 

The above described curse of secrecy in our Administration's policy 
is at the root of our present ills.
